England's Policy Bitterly Arraigned In 
the Resolutions Adopted. 
Chicago, Sept. 27.—To the chorus of 
"“God Save Ireland” the third and last 
day’s session of the Irish National con­ 
vention closed. The declaration of prin­ 
ciples, unanimously 
endorsed by the 
convention, may fairly be taken as an 
expression of the attitude of the more 
aggressive, at least, of Irish-Americans 
toward the Irish question. 
Nothing was done at the morning 
session yesterday, as the committees 
on national platform and resolutions 
were not ready to report, and a recess 
"was taken. Promptly at 3 o’clock Presi­ 
dent Finerty rapped for order, and a 
photograph of 
the 
convention 
was 
taken. 
O’Neill Ryan, of St. Louis, then an­ 
nounced he was ready to report on the 
national platform. 
The applause was 
deafening when Mr. Ryan 
took 
the 
platform. 
Then in a strong voice he 
began to read the following declaration 
of principles and resolutions: 
The people of Ireland are a sovereign 
people. 
Ireland is by nature separate 
from every other country, and liberty 
is the birthright of her people. 
Eng­ 
land’s claims to authority in 
Ireland 
originated in force, and 
have 
been 
maintained by corruption and coercion; 
the title by conquest has never been 
perfected, inasmuch as the Irish people 
have continuously by constitutional 
agitation and revolutionary movements 
resisted England’s power and endeav­ 
ored to destroy her unlawful supremacy. 
Ireland is deprived of almost every 
civil right which the American people 
most dearly cherish. 
England has de­ 
stroyed Ireland’s industries and ruined 
her commerce; she has placed upon her 
statute books laws making it a crime 


honor to aid by every means within my 
power, in conformity with the constitu 
tion and by-laws of the Irish Nationa 
alliance, in securing the independence 
of Ireland.” 
This organization shall be governed 
by a president, 
a 
vice-president, 
treasurer and secretary, aud an execu 
tive council of nine members, who shal 
hold office for two years or until their 
successors are elected and duly quali­ 
fied. 
The president and treasurer 
shall be ex officio members of the exec­ 
utive council and where a tie may oc­ 
cur the president shall have the privi­ 
lege of the casting vote. A two-thirds 
vote of the executive council shall be 
necessary to override any motion and 
act of the president of the national al­ 
liance. 
The secretary shall be appointed by 
the president. All other officers shall 
be elected by the organization in regu­ 
lar session. 
The president, vice-president and one 
member of the executive committee, 
such member to be selected by the ex­ 
ecutive council, shall be trustees of 
the funds of the organization. 
The state organizations shall be 
modeled on the national, and all au­ 
thority to organize must come from the 
national executive and no other author­ 
ity to organize shall be valid. 
The initiation fee shall be $1 and the 
dues 50 cents a quarter, payable in ad­ 
vance. 
Each local subdivision of the Irish 
National alliance shall be known as a 
council and it shall be designated by 
number of charter furnished by the 
national executive on payment of their 
fees as called for in the constitution. 
Each council shall 
transm it quar­ 
terly to the national treasury 75 per 
cent of all moneys received, for legiti­ 
mate expenses. 
Both reports were passed without a 
dissenting voice. 
The convention then proceeded to the 
election of officers to preside over the 
destinies of the Irish National alliance. 
William Lyman of New York was made 
president, O’Neill Ryan of St. Louis 
was elected vice president and Senator 
P. V. Fitzpatrick of Chicago treasurer 
by acclamation.

Quebec: Broke Out on Monday and 
Fanned by a Terrific Gale J Spread 
— Families Homeless. 


Michigan City, Ind., Sept. 27—Fire 
this morning destroyed the Peters 
Chair factory, five barns and one resi­ 
dence. 
Twelve thousand dollars will 
probably cover the loss. 
Arthabaska, Que..Sept. 27—Seventy 
men are still fighting fire in the woods 
on the Grand Trunk Railroad line in 
the direction of Doucets Landing, on 
the Three Rivers road. The fire began 
Monday morning when the sky was 
darkened by dense columns of smoke 
blown by the strongest gale felt here 
in years. 
The fire originated in the 
brush-wood, and was kindled by farm­ 
ers clearing new land. 
Monday evening the terror was re­ 
doubled here, when the heavens were 
it up with flames, and a rain of cinders 
and sparks fell. The whole population 
engaged in prayer, tapers were burned 
at the altars in the parish church, and 
the priests joined in the supplications 
to heaven. 
Guards were 
posted 
all 
around the village, and the statues of 
saints were placed around the houses 
to turn back destruction. 
The victims of the fire are homeless 
and begging through the country. All 
trains passing through the desolated re­ 
gion stop and the conductor blows a 
horn and calls out in case the people 
are utterly penniless. At 6 a. rn. yester­ 
day the rain began falling and the peo­ 
ple are overjoyed, as they believe the 
fire can be stopped. 
The area visited by the flames was 
one of thirty-five miles. 
The flames 
traveled from north to south from the 
inland forest to the St. Lawrence River. 
This is the order in which the fire and 
smoke spread: St. Celestin, 
Braults 
Mills, Aston, St. Eulalie, 
Bestrode, 
Riviere, Noira, the outskirts of Artha­ 
baska, the home of Hon. W. Laurier, 
St. Elizabeth, St. Albert, De Warwick, 
Kingsey Falls, and to Doucets Landing. 
The fire is now confined to a spot thir­ 
teen miles from this place, at St. Angle, 
and vegetation, including all crops, are 
in ashes everywhere along the Grant 
Trunk line. The villagers are flocking 
with their wives and children from a1 
parts, of Arthabaska and Three Rivers 
They have lost all except life 
itself 
Providentially no fatalities were addec 
to the calamity. Husbands, wives, anc, 
children all through this region, who 
have been separated lo the conflagra 
tion, are still seeking one another. The 
survivors whose houses were burned 
are asking the Grand Trunk Railway to 
take them out of the fields where they 
are living under the shelter of blankets 
and board huts.

Trouble with Great Britain Over Vene­ 
zuela Seems Very Near. 
Washington, Sept. 27.—A government 
official said yesterday it was likely the 
United States would have trouble with 
Great Britain within ninety days over 
the question of the Venezuela boun­ 
dary line. The unusual activity being 
displayed in the completion of war 
ships is said to be due to the prospect 
of a dispute between the nations. 
A syndicate of Americans from Fari­ 
bault, Minn., has been granted a conces­ 
sion from Venezuela with the territory 
disputed by Great Britain. The syndi­ 
cate will take possession of its conces­ 
sion within a month and begin its op­ 
erations. If Great Britain objects Ven­ 
ezuela will insist that the concession is 
within her own territory and will pro­ 
tect the syndicate. At this point the 
United States government will demand 
that England submit the boundary dis­ 
pute to arbitration or else the United 
States will act upon its own view and 
carry out the Monroe doctrine. It is 
known that instructions have already 
been sent to Ambassador Bayard to this 
effect.

Some Queer Poisons. 
The Bombay Government’s analyst 
has been investigating the various poi­ 
sons that are used in India, and in the 
course of his report he disposes of the 
old notion that pounded glass is the 
most deadly kind of substance you can

grudge. “Pounded glass,” he says, “is 
a most useful poison.”

can get this at the nearest grocer’s.
